(2) European Patent Application Publication No. EP 1 304 538, which was published 
on April 23, 2003. The French Search Report identifies this document as a "Y" 
document (i.e., a document that is particularly relevant in combination with another 
document of the same category) with regard to claim 1 of the French patent application, 
with particular reference being made to the Abstract, paragraphs [0002], [0008], [0034], 
and [0044], and figures 1 and 4. Applicant also brings to the Examiner's attention patent 
family member U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0074824 to 
ARACHEQUESNE, which was published on April 24, 2003; and 

(3) U.S. Patent No. 5,671,561 to JOHNSON et al., which issued on September 30, 
1997. The French Search Report identifies this document as an "A" document (i.e., a 
document that is technological background) with regard to claim 1 of the French patent 
application, with particular reference being made to the Abstract, column 2 lines 56-61, 
column 3 lines 1-6, column 4 lines 3 and 5, and figures 1-3.
